Excellent for cut- 
ting. Requires a rich soil and plenty of 
moisture.

Aquilegia (Columbine)

Bells) —Really a biennial. We grow blooming 
size plants in separate shades of blue, pink, 
and white. 


Centaurea 


dealbata (Perennial Bachelor Button) —2 feet. 
Lavender, thistle-like flower. Interesting grey- 
green foliage. The robust plants flower freely 
during spring, summer and fall in full sun.

DELPHINIUM PACIFIC GIANTS 


Northland Daisies — The three chrysanthe- 
mums listed below represent a new and greatly 
desirable addition to perennial gardens. Un- 
like either the Shastas or the regular garden 
Mums, these varieties require a minimum of 
care and produce a wealth of bloom. Increas- 
ing in beauty from year to year as the plants 
develop. They require neither dividing, as 
the Shastas, nor staking and pinching back 
as do the Mums. 


Astrid—Dense, low mound of dark glossy 
foliage covered in late summer with large 
yellow centered soft pink blooms. A fine 
cut flower and most effective in the bor- 
der. 12 inches. 


Clara Curtis—A low spreading plant com- 
pletely covered from July until frost with 
silvery pink, daisy-like flowers. They are 
well-arranged on branched 12-inch stems 
in such numbers that the plants become 
small mounds of pink. 


Little Bob—A ‘’mum”’ that blooms all sum- 
mer. The low growing plants begin to 
flower in late spring with small mahogany 
bronze double flowers and continue in 
bloom all summer. Fine for cutting. 14 
inches. 


Coreopsis 
auriculata nana—A very fine new edging and 
rockery plant. Has creeping bronzy-green fo- 
liage over which float vivid orange-yellow 
daisies on 8-inch stems from mid-summer to 
late autumn. Will grow in light shade or full 


sun. Well drained moist soil. Keep the dead 
flowers cut off. for continuous bloom. 


lanceolata flora plena, Double Coreopsis — 
Rich golden yellow double flowers on wiry 
stems. 'An abundant source of cut flowers. 
Should be .divided frequently to retain the 
double flowers. Compact habit. Sun. 


Symmetry—NEW. A great improvement in 
Coreopsis. The habit is always compact and 
neat. Bright yellow flowers continue through- 
out the year, making a spot of bright yellow 
in a sunny location that cannot be equaled.

Corydalis lutea 
For shady spots, in the rock garden or as an 
edging in the camellia garden this plant is a 
delightful addition.
